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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-46 are pending in tine application. 

Newly submitted claims 43-46 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Claims 43-46 are 
prepared by a materially different method than was originally examined. Because the 
products of claims 43 and 44 are different from the composition as originally claimed, 
these compositions lack unity of invention with said compositions and are thus properly 
restricted. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally 
presented invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original 
presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 43-46 are withdrawn 
from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
and MPEP§821.03. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 
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1 ) species of dermatologicai disorder; e.g., gangrene or sores or wrinkles. 



Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, Including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.

The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following 
manner: 



Claims 10 and 15 recite a Markush groups containing many species of skin 
disroders. Claims 12-14 and 17-13 recite independent claims comprising one or more 
species of skin disorders. It Is noted that claim 17 recites 'wound' and then limits the 
type of wound to (scarring, gangrene, sores, mouth ulcers and third degree burns In 
claim 18. If Appicant elects 'wound' Applicant is subsequently asked to elect a specific 
species of wound as recited in claim 18. 

The following clalm(s) are generic: No claims are generic. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: Each specific disorder comprises 
vastly different etiologies and protocols for treatment. Gangrene for example, is a vastly 
different, and more complicated skin disorder than scarring for example, which is not 
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considered a 'wound' per se, because scarring occurs after the epidermal layer has 
healed. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
